bands were executed before their wives, 
and tathers betore their children. “The 
execution not being fnifhed before fun- 
fet, was continued by torch-light, and 
the criminals were left hanging upon the 
pilbbecs till next morning. They were 
then taken down; the heads were fever- 
ed trom the bodics; the bodies quar 
tered; and the quarters and heads fet up 
in divers parts of the city, by the fides 
of the roads, and on the banks of the 
river. “The executions were ordered by 
his Majeily, but the enormities comimit- 
ted by the troops aud commitfioners were 
without his knowledge, and certainly 
conirary to bis intestion.

vides Phetlaly trom Micedonia, and 
notth of Achaia, Phocide, and the 
whole of Greece, properly fo called, 
which was the ancient Hellas, a coun. 
try remarkable tor poetic fictions. 
mer often mentions the fummit of 
lysspus in the plural, and places the pus 
lace of the pods upon ils ridges a parte 
cular which fhould be fpectally noted; 
becaule if Olympus had terminated io 
one point or fummit, the inhabitants ot 
the greater part of Theftaly and av- 
cient Greece could have teen the aurora 
borealts only to the eat or welt of tha 
point; and conteguently there would 
hive becn only a finall number of the 
inhabitants of that country that would 
have feen the aurora bcreaits a direc 
tion that favoured the notion of its be- 
ing cauled by the allembly ot the gods 
upon that mountain; whereas all the 
porth part of their horizon being bounced 
by a chain of mountains very lotiv, anc 
of great amplitude, all the inhabitant 
faw the phenomenon over Olympus; 
aud all theretore agreed that Olympss 
was the comciium ot the gods. 

The aurora borealis in. Greece formes 
a luminous arch emitting rays in all d+ 
rections, a fegment of a géry, the ene 
of which retted upon the fuminits of be 
mountain, and which might well be te 
ken tor a viitble ign of ihe prefence 
the deitics ; and the obfcure part nes 
the horizon broken here and there wit 
fireakt of was naturally fuppore 
to be a cloud which concealed the ¢ 
vine aflembly from the eyes of meu. 

t is alfo ebicrvable, that Hamer com 
fluntly gives the epithet driisant or 
mincus to Olympus; aud indeed 
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word Ofmpur, in its original fignifica- 
ton, neludes the fame idea; as Ati 
fotle has remarked * : and the white 
fight which, according to the expreifion 
cf the poet, runs along the fummit of 
this mountain, is much more likely to 
beth aurora borealis, which the dark- 
refs of the night renders vifible, than 
the rays of the rifing fun. When Ulyt- 
fs and Telemichus were buly at mid- 
right in preparing and hiding the arms 
which they were aiterwards to ule, and 
fw the walls of the palace, the feats, 
the cielings, and the colonades, fudden- 
ly illuminated with a vivid licht, Tele. 
michus turned to size with a kind of 
interetted curiofity ; but Ulyties imme- 
diately reproved him: Reprefs,”” faid 
he, * thy curiofity ; it is the privilege 
of the gods who inhabit Olympus, to 
maniteit themfelves in fuch iliuminations 
without appearing vilibly.” 6. 19. 

But this is not ail ; there are feveral 
monuments of antiquity that favour this 
opinion. It is faid, that the ancients in 
their repreientations of Olympus, have 
exhibited both the luminous arch and 
the obicure Segment of the aurora bore- 
ais. In a cornetian of the King of 
France, and a cameo of the Duke of 
Orleans, Jupiter is reprefented fitting 
upon his throne, holding his thunder in 
one hand, and a {pear in the other, with 
his teet placed on a {ail bent in the form 
ef anarch, the two ends of which are 
held by Neptune, the whole are being 
shove his head, and half his body being 
biden beneath the waves. In the copy

The 23d, at twoo’ clock in the morning, Gen. 
Lavdohn. with all bis forces, attacked all the re-

thut, and carried three of them, viz. thofe on the 
heights of Mummel, Beuch, and Blifldort, after 
a Very Vig vous defence on the part of the five 
battalions that yuarded them.

The following fetter to his Hor our t! 
tenent-Govetnor, containing a particus2 


of the tucceis of bis Majctty’ arms, Ur 
commend of the Hon, Col. Montgomery, 
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Informed you in my letter by Price, that we 

march the 28th from Ninety-fix; 
which we did, and arrived the rt of dhs month 
st Tuclve-mile river, having had that pafs 
ciently reconnoitred the night before; and that 
morning we pafld it without oppofition, and 
drew up, adout eleven o’clock, upon a rifting 
ground near the river. About four in the alters 
poon our carriages got tothe camp, having been 
brought up thofe {teep and rocky banks by the 
foree of men: the hor{is could not do it, being 
fa'gud and worn out with a march of 3; miles, 
without halting a day. 

As we met with no oppofition st Twelve-mile 
river, and at che fame time our feouts find.og no 
Infian tracks near us, both Col. Montiomery 
and T were convinced, thet they knew nothing 
of our march; and we refolved to take the ad- 
vantage of their nepiigence, by a forced march 
thet night, though the troops were a fati- 
gud with a mach of twenty miles that morning, 
trom Beaver-dams tothe river. We therclore 
incomped in a iguare, vpon a very edvintace ous 
ground; and leaving our teats fanding, with 120 
ifihe Kiny’s troops, a few province ils, and ae 
bout To rangers, as a guard to our camp, 
cattle, dc. we mar hed at cight at night, 
through the woods, in order to furp ife Fitatoe, 
which, by that road, was twenty-five miles from 
eurcamp upon the river. After we had mirch- 
about fixteen miles, a dog was heard barking 
at Ome ditance in our front, and the guides in- 
formed us, that there were a few houfes about 
agurter of a mile from the road, called Little 
Kerwee, of which they had not informed us bes 
fore. To prevent any inconvenience from thole 
the baht infantry company of the Royal 
wiscetached to furronnd the houfis, and put 
the Indians to death with their bayonets. We 
learns, by a fcout who hod been at Fort Prince 
Gtorze that very day, they were incamped near 
te houtes, and upon d feovering our men, they 
eecatthem: a tew of ours returned the fire;

The perfidious Cherokees chapijed, 
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the blow, and to thew thofe favages that it was 
polible to their infolence, we proceeded 
on our march, took all their towns in our way, 
and every houfe and town in the Lower Navion 
thared the fame tate with Effatoe. [could not 
help pitving them a letle: their villages were a- 
greeably fituated, their houfes neatly built, and 
well provided, for they were in the grcateft a- 
bundance of every thing: they mult be pretty 
numerous. Filatoe and Sugar-town confifled at 
leaft of 200 houfes, and every other villave of 
at leaft 100 houfes. After killing all we could 
find, and burning every houfe in the nation, we 
marched to Keowee, and arrived the 2d of June 
(after a march of chove 60 miles without leeping’, 
at four in che evening ot Fort Prince George. 

‘There mutt have been from 60 to 8a Chero-. 
kees killed, with about go prifoners: mean, 
men, women, and children. Thole who efaped 
bein a miferale condition, and can p mi ly 
have no refource but flying over the mountains, 
in cafe their friends there will recerve them: they 
can have faved nothing: fome of them bad juit 
time torun ont of their beds; others their 
fepann warm ujon the table, and in their ket- 
tles. “The furprife in every town was 
qual, as the whole af‘ir was the work of a few 
hours only. “They had both Fitatoe and Su- 
garetown, plenty of ammunition, which was dee 
ftroyed,; and every where aftonith og 
of corn, which were al! confomed in the fames: 
they hid not even time to fave their moft valu- 
able effects: the foldiers found money im many 
houfes; three or four watches were got, their 
wampum, their cloaths, (kins, and, in fhort, e- 
verv thing. Many loaded guns went off when 
the houfes were burntng. 1 had almott forgot 
toteli you, that we intended to fave Supar-town, 
as the place neareft the fort, (ahere they even 
had a ftockade fort); centres were placed forthe 
fecurity of the town; but we found the bedy of 
a3 dead man, whom they had put to the torture 
that very mozning; it was tien no longer pofh- 
ble to think of mercy.

As the fupplying the citv of Edin- 
borgh with water has occationed fome 
difputes, we thall give a fhort account 
of them. 

In purfuance of the act for this pur- 
pole, which received the royal alient 
April 17. 1758 [xvill. 193. 272.], an 
application was made to the thentf on 
the of May that year. But Henry 
Trotter, of Mortonhall, out of 
whole eftate the water was propoled to 
be brought, and who had oppoted the 
pafling of the bill in parliament, oppo- 
fed likewife the execution of the act be- 
fore the theritt; alledging, that he him- 
felt had ule tor all the water on his e- 
ftate, and that the city might be fup- 
plied trom a neighbouring eftate, with- 
any prejudice to the proprictor, On 
the 15th of January 1760 the tollowing 
was pronounced. 

theritf having confidered the 
petition tor the magittrates and towne 
council ot Edinburgh, detences tor Heary 
Trotter ot Mortovhall, anfwers thereto, 
replies, duplics, and triplies, with the 
writs produced, probation, and haill o- 
ther fteps of proceis, finds it proven, That 
the lands of Swantton, belonging to the 
faid Henry Trotter, are divided imo 
two farms by ihe burn called Swanton

Finds it proven, 
That, belides the Hare Burn, and fprings 
adtacent thereto, there is water Upon 
the welt part of the lands ot Swaniton, 
which may tupply part, but not. the 
whole, of the cattle thereon, in the dry 
of the year. Theretore repels the 
detences; and finds, That the water of 
the Hare Burn, and springs in the bog 
adjacent thereto, together with the bog 
itieit, and a line of ground throvgh 
which the water is to be conveyed, as 
condefcended on in the duplics and play 
given in for the petitioners, may and 
thould be aliened and granted in tavour 
of the faid petitioners, tor the purpols 
mentioned in the ftatute referred to 
in their petition ; but with this exprefi 
provition and condition, That in the 
cafe of fuch alienation and grant fo to 
be made, the petitioners thall be bound 
and obliged to convey as much of the 
faid water, by a proper pipe to be made 
for that purpole, and to be hepi conftant- 
lv running, as fhal! amount to the quan- 
tity of tour thoufund Scots pints in the 
fpace of twenty-fours hours ; and which 
water is to be received by the faid Hen- 
ry Trotter, and dilpofed of by him ashe 
fhall think fic for the ufe and conscnien- 
cy of his wettern tarm or Swantton. 
Finds, That before the above alienz* 
tien and grant can be made in favourot 
the petitioners, they mutt pay to the 
detender Henry Trotter, or at leatt 
mike lawtul tender to him, of fuch 
or fums as fhall be awarded 4s 
the value of fuch grant, by the ver 
di& of a jury, to be hereafter fummon- 
ed and appointed for that purpolc, i 
terms of the above ftatute.”” 

Mr ‘Trotter applied to the court of 
feflion for an alteration of this judg 
ment: but the Lords, on the r2ta ef 
February, 
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rebruary, “ Tefuled the detire of his 
tigion, and remitted therit? to 
proceed in ihe cau'e as directed by the 
matute.” Againit this judgment Mr 
rrotter entered an appeal; and the 
boule of Lords, on the 13th of May, 
irmed the decree of the court ot feflion. 
Mean while a petition of the Lord 
Provolt, Magiftrates, and ‘Town-coun- 
Gi] of the city, was prefented to the 
houle of Commons, April 5. praying, 
that leave might be given to bring ina 
|, tor impowering the petitioners to 
levy trom the heritors and mhabitants 
or Edwburgh, fuch fum as fhould be 
necellary for digging tor and colledting 
(rings, laying pipes, and paying what 
fhould be adjudged to the proprietors of 
the grounds in which the {prings are 
found, or through which it may be ne- 
culury to convey the water, and fuch 
further annual tum as may be requifite 
for keeping the works in repair; ‘ for 
antweting which purpoles,” fay the pe- 
tiiouers, “ the ordinary revenues of 
the town are altogether infuiiicient.” 
The preceding article appearing in 
the Votes, alarmed the citizens; andan 
advertilement was circulated, April g. 
deliring all fuch of the heritors of Edin- 
burgh as had a mind, to meet next day 
in Mary's chapel, to confule what was 
proper to be done for the comsmon fafety. 
The meeting was accordingly held, 
and refolved, 
© That in refpe@ of the clondeftine and 
precipitating management by which the 
ailair was brought into parliament, and 
oi the general belief that the city’s re- 
venues were fulicient for dcfraying the 
expence; nay, that if the defign had 
been propaled, and particulars explain- 
0, OLers would have beeu made by pri- 
sate perfons, to undertake the necefiary 
Works, upon terms which would not 
ouly keen the city tree trom expence, 
nut would alfo, alter forme years, have 
lcrealed its revenue confiderably ; they 
Would oppofe the pafiing of the bill:”’ 
aid they appointed their prefes, Mr 
Alexander Brown merchant, and Meil. 
David Greme edvocate, William Ro- 
vsttion of Ladykirk, and Andrew Chal- 
Wer Writers, James Pargubar merchant, 
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and Alexander Donaldion bookfeller, as 


a committee to make the proper ingui- 
ries, and to report to the next general 
meeting; which was appointed to be 
held on the r2th. 

The day on which this firft peneral 
meeting was held, a paper was publicly 
dilperled, dated, Council-chamber, April 
10. by order of the Lord Provojt and Ma- 
gijirates, importing, that at a meeting 
they had with nine of the Lords of Sef- 
fion, the Lord Advocate, and his Ma- 
jeity’s Solicitor, it was the unanimous 
opinion, that a new pipe from Comittor 
to the city was abfolutely necetlary, be- 
caufe the old pipe could not be repaired 
without depriving the city for fome 
time of water; that according to efti- 
mates made, the neat expence of a new 
pipe, and of collecting the additional 
iprings, would amount to about 6000 |.

new pipe, then to repair the old one 
thoroughly, and to continue the two 
pipes ever after, which would prevent 
the inconveniencies of a breach in ei- 
ther; and that an extraordinary coun- 
cil was to meet on the 12th, when all 
due regard fhould be paid to any pro 
pofition given in by the citizens. 

A fecond advertifeinent was there- 
upon diftributed, dated likewife April 

10. importing, That, the laft-mention- 
cd paper notwithttanding, the meeting 
ot the heritors would be held on the 
12th; which the heritors, and likewile 
the houfeholders, were defired to attend. 

The two meetings were held at the 
fame time.

It was alledged, that there had been 
great abules in the management of the 
citysrevenue, and in Jaying on the ceis ; 
and what ieemed to be chicily pointed 
at by the heritors, &c. was, to get in- 
fpection of the city-accounts for perhaps 
twenty years back, and to have them 
always open for the infpection of the 
ciiizens. The neceflity of bringing in 
the water, was an agreed point: but 
the heritors, Ec. wanted to have the 
expence defrayed out of the city’s funds,

time to time, defire to fee them; but 
that it would be a proper meafure tor 
the council, to name a committee of the 
inhabitants of rank and character, whole 
report, Upon inipection of the ttate of 
the city’s revenue, mult give «Il realon 
able fatisfaGion: the council theretore 
named a committee to inquire into the 
{tate of the city’s funds, and to report 
their opinion to the council ; and appoints 
ed Mr Alexander Chalmers, the city sat- 
countant, to lay beiore the committee 
a full ftate of the city’s revenue and ex 
pence for ten years preceding the tak 
clearance with the treaturers. This 
committee are taken from the feverat 
claiizs of men in the city, none of them 
prefent members of the council, or per 
fons who have ever ferved as city-treafve
